She was 
assisted by Robert Obrien as sports 
editor, Phyllis Oliver, feature edi- 
or, Blanche Oliver, literary edi- 
or, Raymond Vandruff, business 
manager, and Addie Settle, 
omen’s sports. 

In 1926 the name, Junior Col- 
lege News, was changed to The 
Dons, and a short time later The 
Don was_ substituted. Robert 
Obrien designed the seal used on 
he name plate in September, 1926. 

Inaugurates special title 

The paper was enlarged to six 
columns in 1929 by Editor Rod- 
ney Chamberlain. On January 7, 
1931, Oran Asa, then editor, 
inaugurated the Spanish title, El 
Don, which is still being used. 

The frequency of publication 
was changed in 1943 from weekly 
to alternate weeks.

Ordinance No. 1156 which will 
amend ordinance No. 1074 was 
publicly printed in the Santa Ana 
Register this week. The legal no- 
tice, which is required by law, 
stated that the new _ ordinance 
would become affective within 30 
days after its adoption. City offi- 
cials adopted the ordinance on 
December 3, 1945. 

Re-zoning of the property was 


essential to the erection of the 
new buildings on the junior col- 
lege property. During the bond 
campaign much ado was made by 
the opposition of the fact that 
final zoning approval had not been 
received. 

Fears were expressed because 
several years ago the Board of 
Education had to halt prospective 
purchase of property.

A veteran of 67 bombing mis- 
sions over targets like the famed 
Brenner Pass, Poe Valley, the 
Apenines mountains, and areas 
surrounding Yugoslavia, Austria, 
Italy and Southern France, Bob 
Frazee, jaysee sophomore, de- 
clares he has seen enough flak and 
aerial action to last him a long 
time although he still wants to 
continue flying. 

A first lieutenant flying with 
the much decorated 340th Bom- 
bardment Group from Corsica the 
former B-25 bomber pilot says he 
hit some “plenty rough” targets 
with his plane, “4-F”. Most of 
the spots picked for the medium 
bombers, according to Bob, were 
factories, power plants, roads and 
bridges ,runs made at about nine 
or 10 thousand feet) although the 
group was active in the region 
around the Apennines mountains 
with fragmentation raids in sup- 


port of the Allied ground troops~* 


fighting in that area. 
Toughest mission 

In on two invasions, the one in 
Southern France and D-Day, Bob 
has plenty of stories to tell. 
“Toughest mission? That’s easy” 
he remarked and then told of the 
group’s rugged raid over a target 
near Peri, in Italy. After the lead 
ship on the mission was hit and 


sent down in flames the ‘‘4-F”’ re-' 


ceived three close flak bursts and 
barely made it home with 107 flak 
holes in the ship. 

Bob landed the riddled, bomb 
laden, North American bomber on 
only two good wheels with a bomb 
bay full of bombs. ‘They shot 
away our brakes, the hydraulic 
system, the air speed indicator, 
the electric system, one of our 
tires and we couldn’t even drop 
our bombs” according to the ex- 
Air Corps lieutenant. “About all 
that was left,’’ he added, ‘“‘was the 
picture of the wolf standing under 
a sign reading ‘Hollywood and 
Vine’ that we had painted near 
the nose of the ship.” 


Plenty of decorations 

The combat veteran did not 
complete 67 missions with the 
12th Air Force without plenty of 
decorations as he sports the Dis- 
tinguished Flying Cross with an 
Oak Leaf Cluster, the Air Medal 
with seven clusters, the European 
Theater ribbon with six battle 
stars, and the Presidential Cita- 
tion with an Oak Leaf Cluster. 
The Presidential. Citations were 
awarded the group for their work 
in Tunisia and for the sensational 
raid on LaSpezia harbor when 
planes from the group “sighted 
and sank” a German cruiser, the 
ex-pilot related. 

Trained in Santa Ana 

Bob received his training in just 
about every Air Corps camp in the 
United States after he joined in 
October of 1942. He was in Den- 
ver, spent five months at the Uni- 
versity of Minnesota, moved to 
Santa Ana Army Air Base for 
three months,

As this column goes to press 
Congress is considering the most 
far-reaching labor legislation since 
the Wagner Act. There are two 
bills being considered, both with 
violent opposition from organized 
labor and Mr. John L. Lewis in 
particular. One would carry out 
the President’s recommendation 
for establishing fact-finding boards 
to mediate labor disputes, and the 
other would impose heavy penal- 
ties on unions who strike in vio- 
lation of contract. Mr. Lewis de- 
nounces these measures as an at- 
tempt to “enslave” labor. 

This columnist hopes that by the 
time you are reading the El Don, 
the bills have passed. Mr. Lewis 
and his UMW have been known 
for their policy to strike in vio- 
lation of contract and irregard- 
less of national security or the ef- 
fect their action will have on the 
national economy. There are other 
labor unions, headed by despotic 
bosses, both minor and major, but 
mostly minor, that call unjustified 


strikes. Mr. Lewis wants to be able 
to keep on paralyzing industry 
whenever the spirit moves him and 
doesn’t desire to have his power as 
a union dictator interfered with 
by restraining legislation. 
Mediation board 

Naturally such moves to submit 
labor disputes to a truth-finding 
board, and have them settled on 
the basis of right will meet op- 
position from labor union fascists, 
who believe that only might meets 
right, and naturally certain labor 
leaders do not want to be forced 
to use honesty and integrity in the 
making of contracts. It would seem 
that the opposition to these bills 
is coming from the crooked crowd 
in organized labor, for no one 
wanting a square deal for both 
sides in a labor dispute would op- 
pose submitting the quarrel to an 
impartial meditation board, where 
the issues could be settled with- 
out a work stoppage, and conse- 
quent damage to both labor and 
management.
